Does The Print Shop support 
the Epson LQ or Toshiba series of 
printers? 

No, The Print Shop is only com- 
patible with printers that have a dot 
resolution of 120 x 72. Since the Ep- 
son LQ series and the Toshiba series 
have a dot resolution of 180 x 180, it is 
not possible to get The Print Shop to 


support those printers without a major 
rewrite of the program. 


Why am | having a problem 
printing The Toy Shop™ (Apple ver- 
sion) toys with an Epson or Epson- 
clone printer and the Epson APL 
(8131) interface? 

In order to achieve the optimal 
printing resolution that The Toy Shop 
is capable of, your printer and interface 
must be set up to send and receive 8 
bits. Many older versions of the Epson 
APL (8131) interface card were 
capable of sending only 7 bits. There 
is a modification available through 
authorized service centers that will up- 
date your card for 8-bit capability.
